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PROCLAMATION
Exeeutive Department, State of California

WHEREAS, An extraordinary occasion has arisen and now exists
requiring that the Legislature of the State of California be convened
in extraordinary session; now, therefore,

I, Ed Remecke, Acting Governor of the State of California, by virtue
of the power and authority in me vested by Section 3(b) of Article IV
of the Constitution of the State of California, do hereby convene the
Legislature of the State of California to meet in extraordinary session
at Sacramento, California, on the fourth day of December, 1973, at
12.00 o’clock noon of said day for the following purpose and to legis-
late upon the following subject.

To consider and act upon legislation relative to a state supplemental
payment system for the aged, blind and disabled under the 1972 and
1973 Social Security Act amendments by Act of October, 1973, 86 Stat.
1329, Public Law 92-603 and Act of July 9, 1973, 87 Stat 152, Public
Law 93-66, and to provide for federal administration thereof.
